PITCH AND TAR EXPLODE. 


Nearby Buildings Saved from Peril 
by City Firemen. 


A series of one story brick buildings, com- 
prising the plant of the F. J. Lewis Manu- 
facturing company at 2613 South Robey 
street, makers of roofing material, was de- 
stroyed last night by fire. The blaze started 
from an unknown cause in building D.“ 
where tar and pitch are melted. 

Before firemen, working in relaye because 
of the smoke, wereable to control the flames, 
the plant, with the exception of one small 


warehouse building and the office, was in 


rums. The property loss was estimated at 
$100,000 by W. H. Lewis, superintendent of 
the plant, who was in the office at the time 


of the fire. } 


Discovered by Watchman. 

The fire was discovered by a watchman a 
short time after workmen had quit for the 
day. Me turned in an alarm from a signal 
box near the office of the company. On the 
arrival of the first company the flames were 
shooting high above the roof of building D 
and spreading to other structures on both 
sides of it. 

A second call for additional engines was 
sounded and this in addition brought the 
fireboate, the Joseph Medill, the Illinois, and 
the Graeme Stewart. 

Although the three powerful fire boats were 
throwing Btreams from the river and many 
engines were pumping water into the blazing 
buildings, the fames continued to gain head- 


“way and destroyed all the bulldings except 


the: two story frame Office and a one story 
warehouse adjoining it where more than 
000 barrels of pitch and tar were stored. 


Tar and Pitch Explode. 
Shortly after the flames were discovered 
there were several explosions among the 
pitch and tar in building D, and the flames 


spread with great rapidity to the other struc- 


tures and threatened other manufacturing 
plants in the vicinity. 

Among these firme were the C. L. Willey 
en mahogany veneers, 2558 South Ro- 
bey et, and the P. A. Starck Plano com- 
pany at 2524 South Robey etreet. The plants 
of both these firms were saved by firemen. 

Chief Seyferüch, who drove to the scene in 
his automobile after the second alarm had

INDORSES NEW ORDINANCE. 


Ideal Situation for Chicago Not Pos- 
sible, Speaker Says. 


Pasteurization of milk under existing con- 
ditions is a necessity in Chicago, though 
a raw milk supply. would be the Ideal con- 
dition, in the opinion of Dr. Willis O. Nance, 
chairman of the city council committee on 
health. Ald. Nance spoke last evening on 
Min.“ at a meeting of the Chicago Medi- 
cal society, in Northwestern University 
building. 


Only an Alternative. 

“I at aware that the ideal situation for 
Chicago would be an exclusive wholesome 
raw milk supply,” said he. Pasteurization 
is only an alternative. The only legal club 
the city has is that ft can refuse to receive 
milk that does not come up te certain 
standards established by the milk ordinance. 
The new ordinance, while not ideal, will be 
a means of providing our city with an ade- 
quate safe milk supply.” 

Dr. James W. Van Derslice spoke in oppo- 
Sition to pasteurization. 


Prevention Better than Cure. . 

We believe that prevention is better than 
cure,“ said he. Milk kept clean is better 
than a half cooked dirty milk. The aim al- 
ways must be for a milk produced under 
sanitary conditions. So long as the cleaning 
of dirty milk must be in the hands of un- 
trained men, with profit as the keynote of 
their actions, so lone will commercially pas- 
teurized milk be unsafe for fogd.“

Only Mild Enthusiasm Shown. 

This statement did not meet with enthu- 
siastic approbation from the presidential 
nominee’s Democratic auditora and it was 
a notable fact that there was little demon- 
stration of enthusiasm in behalf of Gov. 
Wilson. There was scarcely any for Edward 
F. Dunne, the nominee for governor, but for 
Speaker Champ Clark, who came in after all 
of the speaking was supposed to be over, 
there was en enthusiastic demand for a 
speech. Speaker Clark responded with 4 
brief speech. 

Probably 40,000 people saw Gov. Wilson 


as he was whisked around Springfield, and 


then out to the fair grounds. The governor 
went to Linceln’s tomb and placed a wreath 
of flowers upon the sarcophagus of the mar- 
tyred president. In all of his public utter- 
ances he paid distinct tribute to Lincoln. 

Gov. Wilson first spoke from a platform in

He had been preceded by Ed - 
ward F. Dunne, who talked at length upon 
state topics. Mr. Dunne wae first on the 
program at the Coliseum at the fair grounds, 
but talked but five minutes, in response to 
the demand of the crowd. that Gov. Wilson 
be introduced. 


Pays Tribute to Lincoln. 

John M. Crebs of Carmi, former president 
of the state board of agriculture, was the 
chairman of tne meeting at the Coliseum. It 
was he who referred to the candidate as the 
“second emaneipa tor.“ 

Gov. Wileon in his speech, which was brief 
because of a slight throat trouble, said: 

It is with genuine emotions that I face a 
ereet company like this, and your presiding 
officer has unwittingly touched the very 
nerve of my feelings in what he has said 
about the association of this place with the 
life and the .career of the immortal Lincoln, 
because, gentlemen, we are face to face with 
a profound change in American politics, and 
the career of Lincoln suggests to us just the 
sort of change that is going to take place.

Has Aided State Without 
Burdening the Poor. 
| — — 
BENEFIT TO THE PEOPLE. 


Compels the Rich to Pay Propor- 
tionate Share of the Pub- 
lic Revenues.

Milwaukee, Wie, Oct. 9.— Men are no 
longer Republicans or Democrats so much 
as they are progressives or reactionaries,” 
declared Gov. Francis E. McGovern in a 
political address here tonight. | 

Referring to opposition to the state’s in- 
come tax law. the governor denied originating 
the law. In fact, he said, he took little inter- 
est in the matter one way or the other for 
several years until it became clear to every- | 
body that a iarge majority of the people of 
Wisconsin demanded the enactment of such 
a law. When the law was submitted to the 


in its favor and only 87,720 against it. As 
to the present opposition to the law, he said: 
It comes from three classes of people— 
those whose pocketbooks have been hit, those 
who do not understand the law, and office 
seekers who think they can make political 
capital for themselves out of the issue thus 
raised.” a 


Defends Income Tax Law. 

After outlining the maln provistons of the 
law the governor said: 

“The exemptions provided in this law are 
so liberal as entirely to relieve the poor from 
its operation. The exemption of a single in- 
dividual is $800, of a man and wife, $1,200, 
and $200 additional for each child under 18 
years of age. The ordinary family of five, 
therefore, has an exemption of $1,800. No 
tax whatever can be imposed until the family 
income exceeds this amount. 

„ Statisticians tell us that half the adult 
males in the United States have an income 


of less than $500 a year; three-fourths less 


than $600; and nine-tenths less than $800 a 
yegr. Thus, not one person in 200 probably 
will pay any income tax whatever. 

The poor man will not be affected by this 
law because he has no taxable income. If he 
had he would not be poor. The burden will 
fall, instead, upon the comparatively well to 
do and the wealthy. Is not this something in 
favor of the law? I know of no other method 
of raising public revenues of which it can 
truthfully eaid. 


Takes Burden from the Poor. 

Indeed. indirect taxes, such as impost 
and excise duties by means of which the 
national government is supported, fall in 
many istances most heavily upon the poor. 
When it comes to local taxes should not there 
be gome compensations? 

“If the day laborer, the farmer, and the 
small merchant in large measure support 
the national government as they now doa 
in the increased prices they pay for every. 
thing they eat and wear, why should not the 
wealthy be called upon to do their share to- 
ward the support of local government? 

“I say they should; and the strongest 
argument to my mind in favor of income 
taxation is that it places the burden of main- 
taining local institutions upon the shoulders 
of those best able to bear it.”

State Supreme Court to Decide Wheth- 
er One Candidate May Run for 
Two Parties.

Springfleid, III., Oct. 9.— [Special. I—It was 
definitely determined today that the Supreme 
court will pass upon the validity of the sec- 
tion of the election law which prohibits the 
appearance of a candidate’s name under 
more than one party appellation on the of- 
ficial ballot. The court granted leave to file 
mandamus petitions to those making the 
prayer. The writs were made returnable in 
five days. 

While these proceedings were under way 
the secretary of state's office, following the 
directions of the statute, was preparing for- 
mal notices to candidates who have been 
certified by both Republican and Progressive 
parties.

B. G. Gue Invited to Leave Con- 
vention in Des Moines. 


PRINTED ATTACK THE CAUSE 


Suffragists Sob with Anger - When 
Charged with “Conspiracy.” 
‘ 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. } 
Des Moines, Ia., Oct. 9. —[ Special. I- Much 


‘excitement was caused in the Iowa equal 


suffrage convention this morning when B. G. 
Gue, the deposed secretary of the joint suf- 
frage political campaign committee, d@istrib- | 
uted Hterature among the delegates said to 
be defamatory to the ‘character of several 
women prominent in the state association. 

The action ot Mr. Gus in posting met at 
the doors of the auditorium for the purpoge 
of “distributing 1 this literature and the nature 
of the reading material’ nearly threw the 
women delegates into bysterics. 

A number of the women sobbed with ex- 
citement amd anger when they had finished 
reading the printed matter, in which charges 
of conspiracy were mads above the signature 
of Mrs. Lona Ingham Robinson, a prominent 
woman and suffragist of Des Moines, who 
defended Mr. Gue when the local suffrage 
club voted to depose him as secretary of the 
joint campaign committee. 

President Asks Gue to Withdraw. 

Copies of the printed attacks, containing 
the words ‘“ $ecret agents? ‘“conepirators,”’ 
“ pretended friends,“ and secret enemies, 
were handed to the Rev. Mary Safford, prési- 
dent of the state suffrage association, while 
she was presiding over a quiet business ges- 
sion. 

Although almost overcome by the character 
of the literature, Miss Safford struggled for 
composure. In a quiet voice she asked that 
Mr. Gue, who stood in the background of the 
assembly hall, be invited to withdraw from 
the room. 

The women standing near Mr. Gue did not 
wait for further instructions from Miss Saf- 
ford to act on this invitation. 

The attack made on Miss Safford and other 
members of the executive committee is a 
climax to trouble between the state suffrage 
workers and Mr. Gue whigh began early this 
year. The declaration of war against Mr. 
Gue was based on an article which appeared 
in an evening paper, and purported to have 
been instigated by Mr. Gue to intimidate the 
women into submission to his plan of cam- 
paign work, according to the statements of 
the suffrage leaders. 

Strongly Favor New Party. 

A poll of the political sentiment of tha 
suffragists of Iowa, taken today at the con- 
vention, showed that the women Of this state 
are strongly in favor of the Pr ve party. 

Their allegiance to the third party and its 
leader is based, they say, upon Theodor.

prior to and since the advent of the Labor 


party. For the present it must suffice to do 
this for the single state of New South Wales. 


Early Democratic Legislation. 

Democratic legislation, prior to the coming 
ef Labor into the field of politics—that is 
up to 1800—was practically confined to two 
subjects: The extension of the franchise and 
the exclusion of so-called undesirable immi- 
@rants. The electoral act of 1850 opened the 
franchise to manhood suffrage and voting 
by ballot. There were four additional acts: 
One act of importance during this pre-labor 
epoch of 10 placed slight restrictions on 
aliens; one of 1861 placed a poll tax of $50 on 
each Chinaman and allowed the entry of only 
one Chinese to every ten tond burthen; an 
act of 185 further restricted Chinese; and an 
act of 1888 imposed a poll tax of $500 on all 
Chinese petmitted to land and restricted 
ships to the carriage of only one Chinese pas- 
senger to every 800 tons, and further refused 
to all Chinese naturalization rights and the 
right to mine without the permission of the 
minister for mines. 

There was a further so-called democratic 
act during this epoch—the public instruction 
act of 1860, which abolished state aid to de- 
nominational schools and established a sys- 
tem of compulsory and partly free secular 
education. Thus during the first thirty-five 
years of constitutional government in New 
South Wales the masses, from their point of 
view at least, were hardly considered. But 
even then Australia had become so enamored 
of the White Australia "’ idea that employ-

ALL BUT ONE DESTROYED. 


Hockin Said to Have Directed 
MeManigal by Wire Where 
to Place Bombs.

Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 9.—Telegrams al- 
leged to have been sent by Herbert 8. Hockin 
to Ortie B. McManigal, directing where to 
“drop” dynamite bombs on his trips about 
the country were sought by the government 
through the examination of the first witness 
called in the trial of the alleged dynamite 
plotters” today. These telegrams were 
signed ee Ping.”

Telegram Shown in Court. 

The telegrams, according to James W. 
Noel of counsel for the goverhment, often 
were sent by Hockin, now acting pecretary- 
treasurer of the Internationa] Association 
of Bridge and Structural Iron Workers, at 
present on trial, to McManigal’s home in 
Chicago.

Other Combines Moved

and the American Sugar Refining company. 

Negotiations are pending for the dissolu- 
tion of the Nationa! Packing company, which 
is part of the machinery of the beef trust. 
Attorney General Wickersham notified the 
packers last spring that he would institute 
equity proceedings for the dissolution of 
this company on Aug. 1 unless the owners 
took steps to put the concern out of exist- 
ence. The packers in the latter part of July 
Bled with the attorney general a plan of di- 
vision of the National Packing company 
properties. among the three owners, Armour, 
Swift, and Morris. 

It was announced at the department of 
justice that the attorney general had ap- 
proved of the plan in its tentative shape. 
Now it transpires that there has been a 
hitch in the negotiations and that no agree- 
ment on the dissolution has deen reached. It. 
ig expected, however, that eventually some 
plan for the disintegration of the company 
will be approved without ys dye to leant pro- 
ceedings. 


Division in Packing Trust. 

In general it is proposed that the National 
Packing company’s plants and selling agen- 
cies be divided equally according to ap- 
praised value among the three proprietary 
interests.

SAY ORDER WAS BROKEN, 


Subsidiary Concerns / Alleged to 
Have Ignored Decree to 
Dissolve.’

‘Dhere is reason to believe that contempt pro- 
ceedings will be initiated by the department 
of justice against the Standard Ol} company 
and its officers and directors. 

Attorney General Wickersham arrived in 
Washington today to put the finishing 
touches on the case of the government against 
the offending corporation. He is waiting for 
the conclusion of the testimony being taken 
in New York before acting. 

Besides arranging for the prosecution of 


| the Standard Oil Mr. Wickersham will deter- 


mine whether to file a suit for the dissolution 
of the American Telephone and Telegraph 
company. He also will decide whether to in- 
augurate contempt proceedings against the 
American Press association or the Western 
Newspaper Union for alleged violation of 


the agreed decree entered at Chicago by 


Judge Kenesaw M. Landis restraining them 
from engaging in unfair competitive meth- 
ods. 


Deny Political Purpose. 

The Standard Oil prosecution is one to 
which the administration is looking forward 
with keen interest because of its possible re- 
lation to the existing campaign. It is denied 
that in preparing to institute contempt pro- 
ceedings the president and attorney general 
are seeking to make campaign capital. 

The department has been informed—and 
the investigation it has made corroborates 
the information—that some of the former 
subsidiaries of the Standard are not observ- 
ing the decree of the court under which they. 
were supposed to engage in active competi- 
tien with each other as well as the independ- 
ents. & W. Fordyce Jr., counsel for the 
Waters-Pierce Oi] company, has submitted 
to the department a list of allegations that 
the decree has been and is being violated, 
based upon testimony in the pending Waters- 
Pierce-Standard Of! litigation. 

If the courts shouid sustain the allegations 
it will mean that the offending officers and di- 
‘rectors may be sentenced toa term of impris- 
onment. This result will not be brought 
about until the Supreme court has given a 
decision, for it is to be expected that an ap- 
peal will be taken to that tribunal. 


* ‘Will Hasten Oil Contest. 

It is the intention of the attorney general to 
press the contempt proceedings vigorously 
as soon as the New York hearings are closed. 
It is the contention of the administration that 
the Sherman law if enforied effectively will 
assure the rertoration of competition and the 
consequent satisfactory settlement of the 
trust question. The Standard Oil case will 


show whether this contention is correct, 


Pragtically the same view is taken by Gov, 
Wilson. Col. Roosevelt, on the other hand, 


holds that the Sherman law is inefficient and ) 


‘inadequate and that it, is impossible to sup- 
press combination and bring about a return.
